RECREATION TO PASS THESE FUNDS THROUGH TO THE INVASIVE SPECIES6
FUND FOR FISCAL YEAR 2009; APPROPRIATING ADDITIONAL MONEYS TO7
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE FOR EXPENDITURE PURSUANT TO SEC­8
TION 22­1911, IDAHO CODE, FOR FISCAL YEAR 2009; APPROPRIATING AD­9
DITIONAL MONEYS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF PARKS AND RECREATION TO10
ADMINISTER AN INVASIVE SPECIES VESSEL REGISTRATION PROGRAM FOR11
FISCAL YEAR 2010; APPROPRIATING ADDITIONAL MONEYS TO THE DEPART­12
MENT OF PARKS AND RECREATION TO PASS THESE FUNDS THROUGH TO13
THE INVASIVE SPECIES FUND FOR FISCAL YEAR 2010; APPROPRIATING AD­14
DITIONAL MONEYS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE FOR EXPENDI­15
TURE PURSUANT TO SECTION 22­1911, IDAHO CODE, FOR FISCAL YEAR 2010;16
AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.17

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:18

SECTION 1. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chapter 277, Laws of19
2008, there is hereby appropriated to the Department of Parks and Recreation for the Man­20
agement Services Division, the sum of $65,000 from the Parks and Recreation Fund to be21
expended for the period July 1, 2008, through June 30, 2009. Such moneys shall be used to22
administer an invasive species vessel registration program in accordance with Section 1, House23
Bill No. 213, as enacted by the First Regular Session of the Sixtieth Idaho Legislature.24

SECTION 2. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chapter 277, Laws of25
2008, there is hereby appropriated to the Department of Parks and Recreation for the Manage­26
ment Services Division, the sum of $1,515,000 from the Parks and Recreation Fund for trustee27
and benefit payments for the period July 1, 2008, through June 30, 2009. Such moneys shall28
be used as pass­through moneys to the Department of Agriculture for deposit into the Invasive29
Species Fund in accordance with Section 1, House Bill No. 213, as enacted by the First Regu­30
lar Session of the Sixtieth Idaho Legislature.31

SECTION 3. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Chapter 265, Laws of32
2008, there is hereby appropriated to the Department of Agriculture, for the Plant Industries33
Program, the sum of $1,515,000 from the Invasive Species Fund for the period July 1, 2008,34
through June 30, 2009. Such moneys shall be used to support activities related to the preven­35
tion, detection, control and management of invasive species pursuant to Section 22­1911, Idaho36
Code.37
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SECTION 4. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Senate Bill No. 1178,1
as enacted by the First Regular Session of the Sixtieth Idaho Legislature, there is hereby ap­2
propriated to the Department of Parks and Recreation for the Management Services Division,3
the sum of $65,000 from the Parks and Recreation Fund to be expended for the period July4
1, 2009, through June 30, 2010. Such moneys shall be used to administer an invasive species5
vessel registration program in accordance with Section 1, House Bill No. 213, as enacted by6
the First Regular Session of the Sixtieth Idaho Legislature.7

SECTION 5. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, Senate Bill No. 1178,8
as enacted by the First Regular Session of the Sixtieth Idaho Legislature, there is hereby appro­9
priated to the Department of Parks and Recreation for the Management Services Division, the10
sum of $1,515,000 from the Parks and Recreation Fund to be expended for trustee and bene­11
fit payments for the period July 1, 2009, through June 30, 2010. Such moneys shall be used12
as pass­through moneys to the Department of Agriculture for deposit into the Invasive Species13
Fund in accordance with Section 1, House Bill No. 213, as enacted by the First Regular Ses­14
sion of the Sixtieth Idaho Legislature.15

SECTION 6. In addition to the appropriation made in Section 1, House Bill No. 302, as16
enacted by the First Regular Session of the Sixtieth Idaho Legislature, there is hereby appropri­17
ated to the Department of Agriculture for the Plant Industries Program the sum of $1,515,00018
from the Invasive Species Fund for the period July 1, 2009, through June 30, 2010. Such19
moneys shall be used to support activities related to the prevention, detection, control and man­20
agement of invasive species pursuant to Section 22­1911, Idaho Code.21

SECTION 7. An emergency existing therefor, which emergency is hereby declared to22
exist, Sections 1, 2 and 3 of this act shall be in full force and effect on and after passage and23
approval.24
